KOW HE HAS

The Boo Doo Is again at cue of its old 


tricks. It Is rusbiiig Into action after the 
battle is o\ er. To read its editorial columns 
now you would imagine that it is consider- 
able of a tariff reformer. Just as soon as 
we learned the resnlt of the late election we 
further learned what pobitian The Hoo Doo 
was ready to occupy temporarily on the 
tariff question. The tariff reformers have 
wou so mnch of the fight as came up In the 
campaign of 1890, and now that they have 
won It The Hoo Doo is anxious to come 
forward with some fighting that it neg- 
lected to pr. duce while the enemy was in 
the field. Theie are the days when the 
poatrbellum warriors are abroad in the 
land and sniffing the burnt powder air of 
engagements that 
are 
past. Foremost 


among these is the Hoo Doo man and his 
great armor of gall. 


Bat it is the same old trick that he played 


in times past This Is not the first time that 
ce bat. been out to do battle after the guns 
ceased firing. We are told that in '84 he 
jubilated considerably over the election of 
Cleveland, but that he never said B wo'd in 
Cleveland's favor previous to the election 
day of that year. This jubilation cooled 
down before tlie election of 'bS came on. 
We all remember how the question of that 
year was tariff reform. 
Not a word did 


we hear either for or against it during the 
exciting days of the campaign. 
Whfn the 


•votes were counted he was ready to congrat- 
ulate the republicans upon their victory. 


And In time '»0 came along with the 


Muie question. Were the reformers to be 
beaten a second time? The fight was a warm 
one all along the line, and it was probable 
that upon It depended the result of the 
final contest in '92. But not a word did our 
North Main man have to say. He asked 
for the election of James Milllkin, who 
would eo to Springfield and vote for some 
man for U. f>. Senator who in turn would 
go to Washington and vote with the fel- 
lowb who passed the McKinley bill 
It 


seems that all this time The Hoo Doo man 
was full of worthy reform sentiments, but 
he forgot to mention them. 


Not until the result of the election was 


declared did he remember that there were 
.some sentiments In his breast which had 
not yet been published. And be at once 
set IB to make them public property. 
True 


it IB tnat the crowd had by this time shown 
itself to be unraistabably on the side of re- 
form, but we are not to suppose that this 
had anything to do with the color of the 
Hoo Doo man's belated sentiments 


Now we have no objection to a eonvert. 


The more of them there are the warmer it 
can be made for the people on the other 
side. But It Is unfortunate for us that we 
always gather in thl« big gun just at the 
time we can make no use of it. It will 
beicb a lot of black smoke into the air for 
several weeks to come, and in this way It 
will disable itself for action long before 
the time we may have soae use for it. We 
would like to have the old thing cool itself 
now and thus keep In readiness for action 
by the time when the fellows on the other 
side again pull themselves together. 


But yon will notice that the Hoo Doo 


man will have out all of his little say in 
these popular times. There Is more fight- 
ing to be done, but the pitched 
battle is 


several months in the future. You will 
also notice that when that time comes our 


plain arfument of such * platform was that 
we could Dot have too much protection. 


U was not In Mr. McKinlcj's power to 


frmme a bill that would go beyond that Chi- j 
cago platform. If he bad taken every arti- 
cle that we manufacture and put an ad va- 
lorem duty of 1000 per cent on It, he would 
have been justified by tto platform of '88. 
Blaine stood by that platform; it was his 
dictation. He made speeches in favor of 
the bill that followed the platform. 


And now toe agents of the monopolists 


would create the Impression that Blaine is 
not responsible for any of the shameless 
work tnat bas brought the republican party 
to grief. Those monopolists know that Mr. 
Blaine la their best friend; that lie has al- 
ways been the foremost man in asking 
higher protection for them. It looks now 
as if they would not dare to ask for more 
protection in the republican platform of '92; 
they may feel compelled to turn towards a 
reform that means reduction, that Is they 
may feel compelled to say at much in 
words. If at the same time they can get 
their old friend Slaine to stand before the 
people as an alleged reformer, and If they 
can carry him threogh on tkis idea, they 
will feel that they may bold on to the ad- 
vantages for which they allowed the fat to 
be fried out of themselves in '88 


Bat there Is every evidence that the peo-

Along with fair words they will demand 
men whose records have been right on this 
question. And Mr. Blaine is not one of 
those men.

When he 
was swinging around the'clrcle in that year 
be saw that things looked blue for him in 
tome places. At such times and places he 
was not satisfied witli the issues that were 
in that campaign by common consent; be 
took eccasion to advance the tariff question, 
and even then hinted at higher protection. 


We all remember that when Cleveland's 


famous tariff reform message was given to 
the public in '87, Blaine was the first man 
to theatrically enter a protest.
